There is a sense «f sacredness 
entwined arouid the expression, 
“Put off thy shoes from off thy 
feet, for the place whereon thou 
standest is holy ground.” Truly 
Moses was in the presence of 
God, and there was such an ex- 
treme sense of sacredness there 
that he was afraid and hid his 
face while God talked to him out 
of the bush that burned with 
fire. 


After the death of Moses, and 
Joshua was given command of 
the hosts of Israel, the Lord ap- 
peared to Joshua and among the 
other important things He told 
him came the solemn command, 
“Loose thy shoe from off thy 
foot; for the place whereon 
thou standest is holy.”’ Joshua 
promptly’ obeyed the command. 
He had already fallen upon his 
face and worshiped the Lord, but 
now he was told that the very 
place where he stood was holy. 


The above incidents prove the 
sacredness of the presence of 
God and implies that men should 
the Lord 
The first of these occurrences 
was rehearsed by the first Ohris- 
tian martyr in his wonderful dis- 
course he delivered just before 
they began to pelt him with 
those cruel stones. The very 
thought of God saying to those 
men, ‘Put off thy shoes from 
thy feet,” always has a tendency 
to make me feel a kind of a 
sacredness as if there should be a 
kind of a ‘holy hush” come over 
‘me.

_ In one of his songs the ‘sweet 
isinger of Israel” sang, ‘I will 
|behave myself wisely in a per- 
fect way. O when wilt thou 
‘come unto me? I will walk 
|within my house with a perfect 
heart.” He was anxious for a 
special visitation of God. He 
sang unto the Lord; he worshiped 
Him and served Him, but his 
heart longed for one of these 
special visitations when he would 
be melted befcre Him. Again 
he sang, ‘*The hills melted like 
wax at the presence of the Lord.”’ 
He must have had some experi- 
ences or he would not have 
known much about it. 


When we consider some of 
Paul’s admonitions there is still 
that tenderness akin to that 
of olden times. ‘*Walk  hon- 
astly,” says Paul, ‘‘walk in the 
Spirit ;’’ ‘‘walk in love; “walk 
in wisdom.’’? And in all this 
walking, we might add, Walk 
softly before the Lord. And 
there should be a recognition of 
/real sacredness every step of the 
| was. This should be in every 
life; it should be manifested in 
every home. When we are so 
wonderfully favored with ‘the 
divine presence of God we should 
bestow on Him the most sacred 
honor, and walk before Him in a 
perfect way.

Paul prayed for the Church at 
Ephesus thus, ‘That God ,  » 
may give unto you the spirit of 
wisdom and revelation in the 
knowledge of him: The eyes of 
your understanding being en- 
lightened; that ye may know 
what is the hope of his calling, 
and what the riches of the glory 
of his inheritance in the saints, 
and what is tie exceeding great- 
uess of his power to usward who 
believe, according to the work- 
ing of His mighty power.’’ (Eph. 
1:17—19. This petition was not 
for feeble Christians, or believers 
in a partially backslidden state. 
The apostle assumed them to be 
divinely illuminated, and ad- 
dressed them as such, using czhe 
expression, ‘‘The eyes of your 
understanding being enlighten- 
ed.” In this statement the 
apostle allows that they had been 
illuminated by the word of truth 
which they had heard. They 
were so close to the Lord in their 
experience that they must have 
walked softly before the Lord 
and ‘realized the sacredness of 
His presence. 

It is assumed also in this peti- 
tion that, though these Ephesian 
Ohristians had deep religious 
experiences, they nevertheless 
needed “the spirit of wisdom 
and revelation for the acknowl- 
edgement of Him.” 

Vhey had the Holy Spirit in 
His regenerating and adopting 
work, and, being ‘‘sealed with 
the Holy Spirit of promise,’’they 
knew Him in His purifying and 
empowering offices; but there 
were certain supernatural dis- 
closures of truth and duty, and 
a certain divine prudence and 
practical judgment in using truth 
and performing duty, yet need- 
ed; and for these the apostle 
earnestly prayed. It seems from 
this that the fullness of the Spir- 
it, supplemented, by a correct 
Christian life, does not raise the 
believer to the greatest power 
attainable. He must have also 
‘‘the spirit of wisdom and reve- 
lation. 

There are other Scriptures, too, 
which evidently hold out the 
same thought, that persons may 
have the baptism of the Holy 
(thost and yet be destitute of 
the wisdom necessary for the 
work of God. A correct outer 
life with the fullness of the Spir- 
it is not enough. There must be 
additional qualifications, we must 
be full of wisdom. Isit not 
sadly true today that some, 
doubtless filled with the Holy 
Ghost, injure the cause which 
they try to serve by overlooking 
this pressing need in their quali- 
fications, and, of course, by 
making no effort to supply that 
want? 

Let us walk softly along here 
as we continue this subject a 
little further. Were ‘‘the 
spirit of wisdom and revelation 
the acknowledgement of 
Him” more generally and deep-

“Pure religion and undefiled 


before God and the Father is this, 
To visit the fatherless and widows 
in their afflictions, and to keep 


himself unspotted from the 
world.’’ James 1:27. . 
All of the activities of the 


true servant of God are based 
upon the foundation of purity. 
No service based on anything 
else could he acceptable to God, 
for it could not be genuine. 
PURITY OF INTENTION. 

In approaching God the seeker 
after the truth must have the pur- 
pose, or intention, of forsaking 
all sin and impurity to find 
recoguition, or acceptance with 
the Almighty. The Psalmist de- 
clared that ‘If I regard iniquity 
in my heart the Lord will not 
hear me.” And _ no petition 
could find access to the throne 
of grace unless sin in all degrees 
and forms has been renounced 
by the one presenting the pe- 
tition. 

PURITY IN HEART. 


Through the provisions of the 
gospel, the foulest may be 
cleansed, not white-washed or 
covered over, but made clean 
through and through. ‘The blood 
of Jesus Ohrist his Son cleanseth 
us from all sin.”? No great de- 
gree of progress in spiritual 
things can be made until this 
is accomplished. It is necessary 
to a proper outflow of the fruits, 
graces and gifts of the Spirit of 
God in the human life. 

The exact condition of the in- 
ner heart may be known by 
what it puts forth. Spiritual 
or Ohristian exercises, such’ as 
thoughts of purity and good- 
ness, words of kindress, acts of 
true benevolence, works of spirit- 
ual blessing and power, can come 
only from the pure in heart.

It is a sad fact that many 
people are too careless about 
their foundation for eternity. 


A bit of my experience which 
bears out this thought: 


I was once employed by a con- 
struction company who was con- 
structing a latge concrete bridge. 
Before going on the job 1 was 
at the place sight-seeing and saw 
many things that I thought were 
useless and of no value in the 
building of the concrete bridge, 


First, | will mention the foun- 
dation upon which the large 
pillars that hold the long spans 
rest. First the cofferdams were 
set, then the large long piling 
was driven within these. These 
were very thick soas to make 
a firm bedding to build upon. 
When this was done the sand 
pump was put in operation which 
cleaned the pit of all surface 
sand and unclean water. The 
trash of all kinds was removed. 
Everything was made ready for 
the reinforcement and concrete. 
This process brought the founda- 
tion up to the surface of the 
water. Their forms were con- 
tinued and the strong durable 
bridge brought to completion. 


The thought naturally arose 
why so much pains were taken 
in carrying forward the work. 
The reason was this: There was 
a blue print to follow, and not 
only that, but an inspector was 
present to see that all was done 
according to specifications. 


Just beside this bridge was an 
old wooden bridge, decayed and 
dangerous; it would not stand 
the test, hence was condemned. 


The river with all its many 
kinds of fishes and under sea 
monsters to my mind represented 
the human soul as it comes into 
the world with all its evil traits 


and staightening up in the way 
may not. Neither did I see any 
need of' so much carefulness in 
building the bridge foucdation; 
but the fact was that the plan and 
specifications had been drawn 
up at the head office and were 
to be followed closely. I then 
saw the importance of the mat- 
ter. And so will you when you 
lay down prejudice and be honest 
with yourself and God and ac- 
cept His word. You must ac- 
knowledge that God knew His 
business when He inspired men 
to write His Word. Surely He 
would not have suffered His Son 
to die in vain. Jesus taught 
that ‘tno man cometh unto the 
Father but by Him.”’
